IN BOARDMAN'S MEMORY. 


Services at Trinity Church. Address by 
President Tucker. 


« 


President Tucker of Dartmouth, for 


merly of this town, delivered an atdiexs 


at the Boar dinayn memorial services held 
in Trinity Chiusch, Lawrence, last Mon- 
day. He said: 


It is not difficult to translate’ the 
meaning of the hour into words. We are 
here for a sufficient reason, and the 
reason is plain. This memorial service 
ig,held in remembrance of one who had 
made men bdeliéve in him. Personal af- 
fection for the young life which we 
hold in our minds and hearts would not 
of itself have brought\us all together, 
neither would the circumstance of his 
power which 
we now feel is the very power which we 
felt in his presence though we may nev- 
er have defined it to ourselves—he made 
us all believe in him. ; 

I can hardly think of a nobler word 
to say of any man, and certainly there 
is none to be said with more truth in 
memory of Cadet Boardman. My per- 
sonal knowledge of him reached back 
only to the time when he entered col- 
lege, an eager minded, resolute boy of 
18. College was not his first choice. He 
had prepared himself for the examina- 


- tion at Anapolis and prepared it with 


honor but in a change in the law affect- 
ing appointments he lost the first op- 
portunity for admission to the naval 
academy. Then without delay and 
without hesitation he turned his face 
toward college and entered the  scien- 
tifle course at Dartmouth in the fall of 
‘94. As I Jistened to the story of his dis- 
appointment and his persistent ambi- 
tion I felt sure not only of his enthusi- 
asm but equally of the sanity of his 
judgment. He was entirely sincere, and 
he-was-in-earnest...There was an_evi- 
dent force of charactér in his whole 
bearing and behind all his words. He 
made me believe in him. And from that 
time until death I knew of nothing to 
lead me to withdraw in the slightest 
degree my confidence. I am sure that he 
must have made, the same impression 
upon others, The encouragement which 
he received, the direct aid and the re- 
newed and successful ‘effort for his ap- 
pointment to the naval academy camo 
from the most discerning men of this 
community. He inspired a like confi- 
dence among his comrades at the acad- 
emy, and among the men who fell un- 
der his brief command at sea. As one 
of his fellow cadets said of his _influ- 


~~ence-on-the- ship:“\Although... he... had 


been on the Amphitrite but two weeks 
there was not a sailor who would not 
have laid down his life for him,” -a 
fact which was made evident when af- 
ter the accident two seamen. slipped 
through the enemy’s lines and swam a 
mile in dangerous water to secure the 
necessary aid. 

I have been.asking myself what is the 
meaning of this power which our friend 
possessed and exhibited in so great a 
degree. How is it that a young man of 
22 without large dchivements to his 
credit with no established reputation, 
in advance even of full standing in his 
profession, should have been able-to-in- 
spire such confidence, to make men be- 
lieve in him? If we can answer this 
question we can do something to carry 
over the secret of his life into our own, 
the best honor we can pay to. hts mem- 
ory. 

I think that the fundamental quality 
in the character of Cadet Boardman 
was integrity. There was a wholesome- 
ness of nature which served as a de- 
fense against temptation. There was no 
weak fragments, no undeveloped and 
untrained parts, which might Letras 
him. Hewas a firm, compact, though 
growing unity. If any one had chanced 
to report a base word or act of him, 
each one of us would have said at once: 
“It is impossible: it is not like him; I 
do not believe it.’ He carried more than 
a presumption in his favor. He carried 
as much of that certainty as human na- 
ture is capable of assuming, the cer- 
tainty that any low, mean or selfish 
act is a tremendous incorsistency. That 
is as far as wecan go in our judgment 
of men. That is all we can ask of the 
best man. Our young friend had this 
quality. ; 

He had lived long enough to establish 
his integrity. When he did it had suf- 
fered no loss. 

Ther was nothing more positive and 
active in the character of Cadet Board- 
man than this quality of which I have 
been speaking. He was not simply 
strong in resistance, he was equally 
strong and resolute in action. He was a 
man with a purpose, with a purpose at 
first quite beyond his years. I never 
knew one who entered college with a 
cleaner idea of what he wanted to do 
and what he was determined to do. He 
worked jvithout waste. Every task as it 
was performed teft-him.a-little nearer 
his object. He always did his best. He 
was not a one time man, he was an all 
the time man. I am sure that this char- 
acteristic must have continued to the 
end. Had he lived it would have given 
him fame. It was sufficiently developed 
to assure our confidence and to inspire 
our hope. I had expected some great as 
well as noble results of his study. 

If a man would make men_ believe in 
him, he must believe in them. Faith 
in human nature is at least one neces- 
sary element of individual power. No 
man cat-be-so. self-centered or self- de- 
veloped, that he can afford t6 live in 
mere independence. Cadet Boardman 
Was a man of rare independence, self- 
reliant and courageous to the tast de- 
gree, but humble'of heart, teachable, 
full of sympathy and unaffected appre- 
ciation of others. There was an utter 


ibsence of conceit and assumption in |/ 


him. The simplicity of his character 
was as marked as his integrity. It con- 
stituted no small part of his manliness. 
He had a_ profound respect for the 
“ights of others. The sensitiveness of 
‘is nature carried him to the point of 
ehivalry. The last act of his life in its 
simple heroism was a necessary act. He 
could_have done no other, or less an act 
‘vithout violence to his whole nature.

AN 1809 CELEBRATION, 


How New Yorkers Observed Fourth of 
July Ninety Years Ago. 

Here is a true copy of an advertisement 
that appeared in the New York Herald— 
not Bennett's—on-July-8;-1809:- 

‘*The public are informed that the An- 
niversary of American Independence will 
be celebrated at Columbia Garden apposite 
the Battery.

lar meetings were held every two 
Wooke living the summer, and the ladies 
must have been interested in. the work, 
large numbers are recorded as being pres: 
ent during the warm: days of July and 
August. About this time Mr. Wilson 
visited Andover, and gave the ladies 
some information in’ regard -to .the- gar- 
ments required by those under his care, 
and Sept. 19th we note ‘Packed our first 
barrel with articles for Canada, ‘The 
barrel contained a bed spread, quilt, two 
cradle quilts, two blankets, shirts, dresses 
and many other articles for men, women 
and children, all of which were prized at 
over thirty dollars, also three dollars to 
defray freight on thé same.’ : 

_ As, winter approached, the ladies voted 
to meet at 3 o’clock ivstead of 2, and 1e 
main during the: evening, a simple tea 
being provided by the hostess, to consist 
of bread and butter and one kind of plain 
cake. iisiind 

The first meeting was held at Mr. Jobn 
Dove’s Dec. 7th. Gentlemen were allowed 
to become members by paying fifty cents, 
and, as twenty joined the Society that 
evening; ten dollars were added to the 
treasury. 

At a meeting held Jan. 18th at Mr. 
Thompsof Abbott’s, a large number be- 
ing present in the evening, a letter was 
read from Rev. Hiram Wilson acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the barrel of goods 
sent by the Society in September. 

The next autumn, the church building 
being nearly completed, the ladies vuted 
to appropriate fifty dollars of the funds 
of the suciety to purchase’ carpeting. 
This not being sufficient, contributions 
were solicited and at a meeting held 
Feb. 14th at Mr. Jonathan Poor's, the 
committee reported he wi Nip dollars 
which making one hundred and thirty- 
five was considered enough, and Mrs 
John Dové and Mrs. John Smith were 
chosen to select and purchase the carpet- 
ing.’ 

Nov. 14th, 1850. ‘Held a meeting in the 
vestry for the purpose of considering the 
expediency of getting in: readiness a bare 
rel of clothing, for the benefit of fugitives 
from slavery in Canada, who have fled 
hither from the free states, in conse- 
quence of the fugitive slave” law, recently 
enacted by congress.’ 

As the ‘season is advanced, voted to 
make extra effort for this purpose, and 
‘on the 2ist of Nov, met according to 
agreement. About twenty members 
came each bringing with them a bundle. 

A barrel was svon filled to crowding, 
with shoes, stockings, caps, hoods, mit- 
tens; coats, dresses,.quilts, etc., etc., for 
men, women and children. 

‘Thus with 4 littleenergy our work was 
accomplished in a short time, and sent 
on its way. May it prove a blessing not 
only to our souls, by arousing them to 
renewed effort, in behalf of suffering hu- 
manity, but also to the poor panting 
fugitive, who is cruelly driven in many 
instances, from quiet-pleasant homes, in 
this incluyment season of the year, to a 
cold and rigorous climate.’ 

In June of the next year the Society 
decided to enlarge its field of labor, by 
working for the Indian Mission, under 
the care of the American Missionary As- 
sociation, and a letter having been re- 
ceived from the agent, Mr. Bardnell in 
regard to the articles most needed at the 
Mission, they voted to prepare a box as 
soon as possible. 2h 

About this time, another letter was re- 
received from Mr. Wilson, begging for 
more help, for the fugitive slaves,, who 
were fleeing by hundreds to the country 
of' the Queen, to escape the oppression, 
in a country, professing to be Republican 
and Christian, Sa another harrel’ wag 
tilled in haste and forwarded to St. Uath- 
erine’s, for the benefit of these poor creat- 
ures. ad 

May 21st. The Society met inthe Ves- 
try,’ and having collected garments 
enough to fill a barrel, with the help of a 
quilt from the Juvenile Society for the In 
dian Mission, it was packed and apprized 
at thirty onedollars and some cents. Also 
three dollars were sent to Mr. Bardnell 
to pay the freight, with this added mes- 
sage. ‘May the gospel of peace be speed- 
ily given to the Poor Indian, that he may 
find tu Heaven, thatrest, which has been 
denied him here.’ 

And after these many years Lo! the 
Poor Indian ! is still been driven from 
place to place, and apparently no nearer 
finding a haven of rest on earth, than 
fifty years ago. 

In March of the next year, Rev. George 
Thompson of the ‘Mendi Mission, Africa, 
addressed the ladies, and interested them 
so much, in his work that when, he with 
others, returned to Africa, it is recorded, 
they sent sixty-seven doliars and twelve 
cents, in additian to the box of clothing 
which had been prepared. 

In Dec. of the next year Miss Brown 
interested the ladies in the ‘New England 
Fernald Reform Society,’ and believing 
that-it is woman's work, to help and ele- 
vate thuse of their own sex, who are de- 
graded aud friendless, it’ was voted to 
woik six mouths tur the Society. 

In May another barrel was sent to the 
Indian’ Mission, valued at tifty-one dol- 
lars, with three dollars for freight, Mr, 
Bardwell having desired the ladies to 
furward it as scon as soon as possible, 

Thus the first years of this society, 
were passed in working for the black 
man, the Indiau aud the needy ones at 
home. Andas the faithful workers of 
those years-have one by one rested from 
ther labors, their places have been filled 


In these busy days, who “will fill her eS 


place? Working ou beyond the years of

of dollars, have been sent during these — 
later years, to gladden the hearts of 
Home Missionaries at the West, or re. 
lieve the wants of the Freedmen at the 
South. We find on looking over the 
records, that about 400u ‘dollars have. 
been distributed during the past yearg 
of this Society, and this does not include 
some years of workof which no money 
value has been recorded. As in the 
years of the civil war, when the ladies 

nit socks and made garments to add to 
the comfort of our soldiers. Or when we. 
helped pay the debt on the Parsonage, and 
repair the vestry. As the grateful letters 
are received from year to year, in the ac- 
knowledgement of the many comforts, . 
seut tocheer the hearts, and brighten 
the homes of those less favourea than 
ourselves, our hearts also are made glad 
and with renewed strength and courage, - 
let us vontinue our work for the Master, 
who says; ‘Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my breth- 
ren ye have done it unto me.” ‘

tailor, fell in love with a girl belonging : 


to one of our neighbors. He hoped that 
my father would” permit. him.to go free, 
as a tailor, in exchange for a certain year- 
ly payment und that by working hard at 
his trade he could manage to lay some 


money aside and to~buy~freedom-for the 


girl; otherwise, in marrying one of my 
father’s serfs she would have become the 
serf of her husband’s master. However, 
as Andrei and one of the maids of our 
household foresaw that they might be or- 
dered to marry they agreed to unite as 
godparents in the christening of a child. 
What they. had feared happened. One day 
they were called to the master, and the 
dreaded order was given. 

“We are always obedient to your will,” 
they replied; ‘‘but a few weeks ago we 
acted’ as godfather and godmother at a 
christening.’’ Andrei also explained his 
wishes and intentions, 

The result was that he was sent to the 
recruiting board to become a soldier. 


Military service in those times was ter- | 


rible. It required a man to serve 25 years 
under the colors, and the life of a soldier 
was hard in the extreme. Blows from the 
sergeant and the oflicers and flogging witb 
birch rods and with sticks for the slight- 
est fault were the normal state of affairs.
